Federal Reserve Board moved 
tonight to curb speculation on 
the booming stock market by 
raising margin requirements 
from the present 50 per cent to 
60 per cent. 

This means buyers of stocks 
henceforth will be required by 
law to put up 60 per cent of the 
purchase price instead of 50 per 
cent. 


The action came at the end of 
a day ir. which the market de- 
clined somewhat after greeting 
the New Year Monday with new 
highs and the heaviest first-day 
volume since the beginning of 
1929, 


Throughout the year, stock 
prices had risen spectacularly to 
a 25-year level that exceeded the 
1929 peak by some indexes. 


As recently as three weeks 
ago, however, officials here were 
dépreciating the prospect of fed- 
eral action to dampen the mar- 
ket. They voiced doubt that high- 
er margin requirements would 
either be desirable or effective. 

Actually, it was one of the 
smallest changes in margins that 
had been effected since the board 
started regulating stock market 
credit in 1934.

84th Congress Has 
Its Work Laid Out 


The 84th Congress will convene to- 
day in the beautiful old capitol building 
by the Potumac—and, as usual, there are 
problems. 


Republican ineptness and failure, 
have presented the Democrats with a 
majority of one in the Senate and a work- 
ing margin of a handful more in the 
House. 

Because of their seniority, Democratic 
senators from the South will control the 
More important committees and to a not- 
much-less degree the same is true in the 
House. 

Since there is no real working ma- 
‘jority in either house, the Congress must 
go right along as before—with a coali- 
tion of both parties getting things done. 

There is a very real possibility that 
‘the Democratic increase may enable Pres- 
ident Eisenhower to overcome the oppo- 
sition of the so-called “dinosaur” mem- 
‘bers of his own party who scuttled his 
‘more progressive legislation and much of 
-his foreign policy in the past two years. 
_ He will, for example, have to depend 
‘greatly on three men from Georgia. They 
‘are Sen. Walter F. George, who will be 
chairman of the vital Foreign Relations 
‘Committee of the Senate, and Sen. Rich- 
‘ard B. Russell and Rep. Carl Vinson who 
‘will head the Armed Services commit- 
tees in their respective houses. They will 
‘in a very real sense determine the fate 
‘of the nation insofar as military strength 
‘is a factor. 

The President’s thinking is much 
‘closer to their ideas than to the “dino- 
‘saurs” who are dying in the swamp of 
reaction where political archaeologists 
‘of the ~years ahead will find their bones. 
* The President will read his State of 
tthe Union message tomorrow. It will deal, 
‘we are informed, entirely with domestic 
‘issues. These will include, we may 
“assume: 

Foreign trade: This subject will be 
‘dealt with in a special message on Jan. 
"10, but the President does wish to re- 
‘duce domestic tariffs by 5 per cent over

Security: The President proposes mod-

City’s Growing Pains 
Are Costly Proposition 


Atlanta’s growing pains cost money! 

That’s the essence of several news sto- 
ries in the current news. 

Atlanta Board of Education President 
Devereaux F. McClatchey warns again 
that the city ‘still faces a serious short- 
age of classrooms, despite the fact that it 
will have spent more than $23,000,000 in 
building bond funds since 1947. “We are 
still far behind,” Mr. McClatchey is 
quoted. 

Waterworks Manager Paul Weir urges 
early financing of a $6,500,000 expansion 
of water purification and pumping station 
facilities at the Chattahoochee River to 
assure the city an adequate and dependa- 
ble water supply and to avert an im- 
pending water shortage. 

Meanwhile, the city improvements and 
extensions of water mains continues—80 
miles of new mains, installations to serve 
16,500 more people, 650 new fire hydrants 
and other..additions are planned. Unless 
the job of financing further improvements 
is undertaken now, Mr. Weir cautions, 
service demands will exceed capacity 
from eight to 10 years by the time they 
are completed. 

Other improvements in streets, street 
lighting and all the concurrent problems 
of growth are staying with us. The city 
insists on grewing and if this growth is 
to continue, services must grow along with 
population and physical size. 

Unfortunately, somebody has to foot 
the bill. In time, the fact of growth will 
take care of added costs—but today At- 
lanta, as most other cities, must seek 
ways and means to find the necessary 
revenue, It has to come, one way or an- 
other, from the people.

We Need More, Not Less 


Publicity in Sex Crimes 


Rep. Denmark Groover Jr. of Bibb 
County has announced he plans to in- 
troduce a bill in the General Assembly 
prohibiting the publication of the names 
of those accused of sex crimes and 
drunken driving. 

The measure, according to its author, 
is designed to protect the privacy of 
individuals and is not to be construed 
as a restriction on the freedom of the 
press and other sources of public infor- 
mation. By way of a palliative, the bill 
provides that the names of the accused 
may be used after an indictment, a com- 
mitment hearing, or in misdemeanor 
cases when a formal accusation has been 
filed. 

Mr. Groover’s intentions may be of 
the highest, but nevertheless he has allied 
himself with the enemies of the system 
he has sworn to uphold. Restrictions on 
the press, television and radio are restric- 
tions on the right of the people to keep 
themselves informed in whatever fields 
they may choose. Official censorship, no 
matter how mild, has meant the begin- 
ning of the end in more than one democ- 
racy. 

Sex crimes and drunken driving are 
among the least glamorous of offenses. 
The fear of publicity in these cases may 
be stronger than the fear of punishment. 

The adoption of this measure could 
harm the cause of freedom in general. 
And perversely, it might encourage sex 
deviates by offering them the refuge of 
anonymity.

Atlanta—Since cotton is Geor- 
gia’s number one field cash crop, 
failure to plant the state’s full al- 
lotment this year would be a se- 
rious blow to her farm economy.

pounds or more per acre. 


While it is to the interest of 
practically all farmers to plant 
their full allotment, there will 
doubtless be some who will not 
wish to utilize all the acreage al- 
lotted them. These farmers may, 
and should, release their unwant- 
ed acreage back to their county 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Committee for re- 
allocation where it will be plant- 
ed. Acreage so released may be 
credited to the history of the farm 
from which released in determ- 
ing of future allotments. Failure 
to plant or release the acreage al- 
lotted to a farm may result in 
permanent elimination of cotton 
from that farm and reduce future 
allotments to the county and 
state, since these are determined 
largely on a historical basis. 

It is, therefore, evident that this 
is a matter of vital concern—not 
only to the individual farmer who 
has some surplus or unwanted 


acres, but to his entire county 
and state.

WASHINGTON—One of Moscow’s co-existence 
objectives is to exact a promise from the West— 
in return for something or other—that we will not - 
agitate for the liberation of the peoples who have had Communist 


rule forced upon them. 


What the Kremlin wants is that the free world accept as fixed, 
as unchangeable, as uncriticizable the present areas of Soviet dom- 


ination. 

The Kremlin wants the West to 
compound Soviet aggressions by 
acquiescing in them — and thus 
strengthening them. 

This is part of the Soviet defi- 
nition of coexistence. 

It is not a part of the American 
definition, either of the govern- 
ment or of the American people. 

We are being frequently warned 
—and rightly—that a change of 
Soviet tactics does not mean that 
the Kremlin is abandoning its ob- 
jective of Communist world. domi- 
nation. 

It also deserves to be put on the 
record, | think, that the American 
people are not abandoning their 
objective of world freedom, which 
means the liberation of all people 
who have had Communist dictator- 
ship imposed upon them by force— 
including the Russians.

Pharr warned the new Fulton 
County Grand Jury Tuesday that 
its findings should not be influ- 
enced by political propaganda or 
“sponsored sentiment.”’ 

“Do not permit yourselves to be 
used as a voice of propaganda or 
as the sounding board of spon- 
* sored sentiment,’’ he declared. 


Judge Pharr warned the Janu-| 


ary-February jury panel in a 10- 
minute charge that grand jury 
service should not be construed as 
@n opportunity to ‘‘bask in the 


public eye’ or to obtain newspa- 
per publicity. 

The “tremendous and. vyast 
power’ of a grand jury should 


be exercised with caution, Judge 
Pharr added. 

Criticism of operations of the 
Atlanta Municipal Airport by the 
November-December grand jury 
has resulted in a series of hearings 
called by the city to hear criti- 
cisms of the airport. 


“BE CERTAIN” 


The judge also admonished the 
jurors that if they see fit to criti- 
cize, “be certain first that you 
know at least as much as the per- 
son criticized.”’ 

Jurors should make sober, in- 
telligent judgments unswayed by 
the *‘clamor of a popular prejudice 
or the excitement of an inflamed 
passion,’” he added. 

Judge Pharr later said his 
charge was only for the benefit of 
new jurors and did not refer to the 
airport controversy. 

The jury was told that in its in- 
vestigations it might consider the 
fields covered by 1954 juries. The 
judge also charged them on laws 
covering gaming, deadly weapons 
narcotics, duties of the county or- 
dinary, inspection of jails and 
other points of law.

None is curative and 
there is some question whether 
the more expensive hormones 
do a better job than the lowly 
aspirin. The latter still is the 
recommended medication for 
the mild case; ACTH or corti- 
sone is-reserved for the more 
serious illnesses to hold the
